Governor Told. 


Governor Bryan's aid in securing 


quick approval for a federal project 
to protect lands on the Nebraska 
side of the Missouri river in Cedar 
county from further action of the 
stream's current which threaten* 
to cut across country and take on: 
a section of the Meridian highway 
U. 8. route No. 81. was sought 
Thursday by a delegation of citizens I 
from several Nebraska towns and 
Yankton, S. D. 
State Senator J. P. O'Furey of 
Hartington, spokesman for the party 
said the river has been eating into 
its south bank over a hall-mile 
front at the rate of 4 feet per day. 
and that it has only 1,000 
feet 
further to go to reach the highway. 
If something is not done speedily to 
stop Its Drogress, O'Furey declared, 
not only will a considerable stretch 
of the highway itself be washed out, 
but a new channel will be opened 
leaving the south end of the Yank- 
ton bridge and its approach on wi 
Island' in the river, thus cutting off j 
vehicle traffic 
between the 
two' 
states. 
Even though the river might halt 
Its attack temporarily 
upon the 
south shore, the danger will be re- 
newed when the June rise comes 
with the melting of mountain snows 
in Montana, the governor was told. 
Besides the threat against} the 
highway and bridge, which concerns 
everybody in the neighboring terri- 
tory, Bryan's callers said that sev- 
eral farmers have already lost a 
considerable part of their land and 
will lose more if protective works 
•re not erected along the bank. 
Federal engineers have been giv- 
ing their attention to the situation, 
but the backing of tne governor is 
desired in order to expedite remedial 
action.

Belated Honor 


Webster county farmers who claim 
the power company is collecting 
charges in violation of a 1933 stat- 
ute against service charges. 
State Senator Henry Pedersen of 
Guide Rock and the other com- 
plainants allege that the power 
company abolished its service charge 
when the law went into effect last 
August but immediately increased 
the minimum charge to compensate 
for the reduction in revenue. 
Senator Pedersen testified that 
prior to August 10 "his rate was 7 
cents per kilowatt hour for the first 
50 kilowatts and 4 cents thereafter, 
plus a $3 service charge. Since then, 
he said, he has been charged a min- 
imum rate of 32 cents per kilowatt 
hour for 12 kilowatts, 7 cents for 
the next 38 kilowatts and 4 cents 
thereafter. 


Bernard R. McNeny, Red Cloud, 
attorney for the complainants, de- 
clared that the company either had 
raised its rates without authority or 
is making a service charge in viola- 
tion of the 1933 law. 
B. F. Napheys, jr., Abilene, Kas., 
attorney for the power company, 
attacked the jurisdiction of the 
commission in cases where the 
farmers do not own their own trans- 
mission lines, charging that such is 
the circumstance in the present 
case. He declared also that alleged 
violations of the anti-service charge 
statute is a matter for criminal 
prosecution.

The delicate gradation of 
tone, the color and airiness made 
the English pianist's interpretation 
of the great Bach something to be 
remembered. 
, 
The Brahms' Sonata appealed to 
some. To' a great many others it 
didn't. The usual dynamic quali- 
ty of Brahms seemed to be Jack- 
ing, and the reading was much too 
slow to give the desired 
results. 
The Scherzo movement was de- 
lightful, but the long siege of the 
Andante and the Retrospect was 
very wearing and one had the im- 
pression, while listening, that the 
sonata was to heoavy for Hess, 
who, 
while easily recognized as the 
foremost woman pianist, did not 
have the strength to go through 
such an ordeal.

From Brahms into Ravel—not a 


wise choice, perhaps, on a program 
that is to appeal to the 
masses.

Air Mail Dispute Said to 


Be Behind New York- 


er's Resignation. 


NEW YORK, March 22—(AP)— 


Former Gov. Alfred E. Smith today 
formally announced his resignation 
as editor-in-chief of the "New Out- 
look," a fact that became known 
last night. 


Although the resignation was re- j 


ported to have been prompted by a 
disagreement with Prank A. 
Tichenor, publisher of the maga- 
zinc, over the air mail controversy, 
the former governor gave pressure 
of other business obligations as the 
sole reason for his retirement from 
the editorial post 
His announcement said the last 
articles by him appeared in the 
March issue of the magazine, and 
the April issue is being produced 
without his assistance. 
"It is with great ret^et that I 
tender you my resignation as ed- 
itor-in-chief of the 'New Outlook,'" 
Smith's letter to Tichenor, under 
date of March 13, said. "I have not 
arrived at this decision in haste I 
have been thinking it over since 
irst of January " 


NEW YORK, March 22—(AP)—A 
schism over the air-mail controversy 
is reported to have prompted Alfred 
E. Smith's resignation as editor of 
the New Outlook. 


The resignation of the former 
governor from the magazine post he 
had held since the fall of 1932 be- 
came known last night. It was con- 
firmed by Frank A. Tichenor, pub- 
lisher of the magazine, without 
comment. 


Although Tichenor, who is inter- 
ested in aviation, has been a vigor- 
ous critic of the government's can- 
cellation of the air mail contracts, 
New Outlook, with Smith at the 
helm, has been silent on the sub- 
ject 


The New York Times said the 
underlying reason for the resigna- 
tion is believed to lie in a differ- 
ence of opinion between Smith and 
Tichenor over the air mail. Aero 
Digest, which Tichenor also pub- 
lishes, earned in its last issue an 
attack on the Roosevelt administra- 
tion and Postmaster General Farley 
tor the cancellation of the contracts 
The New Outlook, the Times 
noted has remained "conspicuously 
silent" on the matter. 
Smith's letter of resignation, due 
to be made public some time todav. 
is understood to say that Smith 
needs the time to devote to other 
duties. Including management of the 
Empire State building 
In writing his views on current 
topics in the magazine Smith has, 
on various occasions, been both 
critical and friendly to the Roose- 
velt administration. For instance

OMAHA, March 22— (AP)—-A sur- 


vey among Omaha railroads reveals 
that railroad freight traffic through- 
out the state thus far this year has 
exceeded that of the same period 
in 1933 by about 40 per cent. The 
commodities in which a substantial 
increase is shown include corn, pota- 
toes, lumber, whiskey, vegetables, 
agricultural implements, automo- 
biles, iron and steel. A decrease was 
noted -in wheat traffic, due to the 
smaller 1933 crop, which is now 
being marketed, as compared with 
the crop marketed during the same 
period last year. 
The lumber traffic increase, it is 
said, might in part be attributed 
to the increased demand for the 
commodity through the construc- 
tion of thousands of corn bins in 
com states as a result of the corn 
storage government loan plan. 
Nebraska's famous potatoes, along 


with Idaho's noted cobblers, are 
being shipped by the hundreds of 
carloads across the state and one 
railroad showed an increase in re- 
ceipts from its potato traffic of over 
$100,000 for the first seven days in 
'March of this year, as contrasted 
with the same seven days in 1933.

Trying To Save 


His Face. 


OMAHA, March 22—(AP)—Arthur 


Mullen of Omaha, former demo- 
cratic national committeeman who 
recently resigned, said in an address 
here late Wednesday that "Gov- 
ernor Bryan has been given to un- 
derstand he is not running the pub- 
lic works administration. Perhaps 
now we can get something done for 
Nebraska." 
"Bryan," said Mullen, "tried to 
usurp control of the Sutherland and 
the Columbus power projects by im- 
posing conditions on top of the 
standard loan contract with the 
PWA, 
whereby at his own pleasure 


. he could revoke water rights on the 
j two projects. He demanded control 
i of rates and supervision of expendi- 
tures which he classified as for 
'lobbying' or 'legal fees.'" 
The 
Omahan 
said 
"Secretary 
Ickes had told him bluntly that the 
matter of rates is none of Bryan's 
business, but is that of the federal 
power commission." 


Mullen declared that as for "lob- 
bying" and "legal fees," Bryan 
knows "that this bugaboo is non- 
existent in fhese projects." 


Seeks To Save Face. 


He asserted that the governor's 
statement to the effect that Secre- 
tary ickes has agreed to his condi- 
tions, "is merely Bryan's way of 
seeking to save his face when he 
has been rebuked." 
"The fact is that Secretary Ickes 
has insisted that the big Nebraska 
projects be handled in precisely the 
same manner as are other PWA 
projects all over the country, with 
control resting in the government 
and not with state officials who 
could use them for selfish political 
purposes." 


Mullen charged that there was 


no reason why Governor Bryan 
could not have granted the water 
rights long ago "in the same stand- 
ard manner in which he has grant- 
ed these rights in the past." 
"Bryan's attempt to insert a pro- 
vision enabling him to cancel the 
water rights at his own whim is a 
cold bluff. The governor has the 
power to grant the rights, but once 
they are granted, cancellation may 
be done only through the courts. 
And the original agreement with 
the PWA, as Secretary Ickes has 
pointed out to Bryan, sets forth 
that such cancellation may be made 
'in the manner provided by law,' 
which Bryan knows is not by his 
order but by court action," Mullen 
said. 
In conclusion he stated that "In 
his latest message to Governor 
Bryan. Secretary Ickes has clari- 
fied his points—not yielded to 
Bryan as Bryan would have the 
people believe."

ALLOWANCE ON 
FOOD PRICES IS 
ORDERED BY NRA 


6 Per Cent On Retail and 


2 On Wholesale For 


Wages of Labor. 


WASHINGTON, Marth 22—(AP) 


—NRA today ordered that retail 
food prices contain a 6 per cent 
and wholesale prices a 2 per cent 
allowance 
for "actual wages of 
labor." 
It was explained that this does 
not mean a corresponding increase 
in prices, but simply allocates the 
share of costs chargeable to labor. 
The action was taken by Hugh 
S. Johnson, the NRA administrator, 
in fixing the allowance for whole- 
sale and retail food prices, which 
under the NRA code must not be 
below cost. 
Since the food code went into ef- 
fect there had been no regulation of 
labor costs, though the code pro- 
hibits sale below cost, including 
labor. 
The mark-up, Johnson ordered, 


will be based on the invoice or re- 
placement cost, whichever is low- 
est, after deduction of all legitimate 
trade discounts, exclusive of cash 
discounts.

grocery distributors code authority, 
said the allowance had been re- 
quested by both chain and inde- 
pendent dealers. 
The allowance will become effec- 
tive March 31.

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IRRESPONSIBLE YOUTH. 
r 


THE heat of a slashing struggle in which youth 
is playing a prominent part and seeking to over- 


turn the Pendergast machine in Kansas City, the 
Star published there contributes some pertinent in- 
formation relative to what is called the Youth 
movement. 


"Not a man on the Mayflower was more than thir- 


ty years of age. The Pilgrim fathers who signed the 
Mayflower compact and established the first per- 
manent colony in America were members of a youth 
movement. Again, the average age of the men who 
framed the constitution of the United States was 
only forty-two. The convention that gave the coun- 
try its basic charter, despite the • venerable Franklin 
and a few others rather advanced in. age, was a con- 
vention of youth. James Madison, 'Father of the 
Constitution,' was but thirty-six at the time of the 
convention. Alexander Hamilton was but thirty." 


That may come as a shock to a great many people 


who find ty impossible to associate immaturity, lack 
of experience and of long seasoning such as comes 
only from long living, with as perfect a declaration 
of democratic government and of human liberty as 
is contained in the American constitution. It has 
been described as the most perfect expression of the 
aims and objectives of government as came from 
human hands. It was the work of youth. Frank- 
lin's great contribution to the convention was a mel- 
lowing touch which created the 
atmosphere for 


compromise. 


The mixture of the ardent idealism of youth, of 


its unsullied enthusiasm, and of its merciful absolu- 
tion from cynicism which comes later in life impart 
to statesmanship some of the elements sorely needed 
to it. 


Whether the older politicians like it or not, youth 


is to be recognized. The activities it has undertaken 
at Kansas City is but a forerunner of what will as- 
sume national dimensions. The 
cold, plain facts 


point that way. The toll taken by depression has 
been ghastly among the older generations. For those 
beyond sixty, who have seen their savings wiped out, 
who have been thrown out of employment, it means 
inescapable poverty during old age. There is very 
little likelihood hundreds of thousands of these peo- 
ple ever will regain the security and safety which 
they felt they had created for themselves through 
vision and foresight in careful savings. But the de- 
pression played no favorites. It hit high and low. 
It leveled the young and the old. These young peo- 
ple,'who in recent years have been expecting to es- 
tablish themselves, to establish homes, and to fill 
useful roles, have been through a disheartening and 
a despairing situation. If they got work at all, it was 
at bare living wages. The greater portion of them 
found it Impossible to locate employment. And just 
that fact itself makes youth more politically mind- 
ed (than it otherwise would have been. It, along 
with others, a few years ago did not reflect credit 
upon itself. It found other things much more to its 
liking to occupy its time and its attention. 


Nothing reasonably may be expected to take place 


to lull youth, or any one else, into the same indif- 
ferent and carefree state of mind which character- 
ized all people during the whoopee days. It does 
not mean gloom and long faces. 
On the contrary, 


except for the distress both physical and 
mental 


which it has entailed, it has been a valuable and a 
delightful experience. It has forced people to re- 
discover life. It has made them think and plan. 
And it Is going to-be a long fight ahead, one which 
win test in the future as well as it has in the past, 
one which will bring the finest qualities to the sur- 
face, and one which will leave us far stronger than 
we otherwise would have been. 


But there is nothing strange or puzzling about 


youth's insistence that it should have a hand in the 
rebuilding of the country and its local regions. There 
is nothing insolent or impertinent about it. Youth 
has had to bear Its burdens along with those more 
advanced in years, and youth at this time insists 
that what happened shall not take place again. 


The Pilgrim colony and the newly formed repub- 


lic hi which trouth played so dominant roles were 
beginnings. They were the start of new adventures. 
Why shouldn't youth feel, inasmuch as it is neces- 
sary to go back and rebuild again, that it should 
have both a part and a voice in the new beginning? 
That is. at least, the attitude of youth, and there is 
but one answer. 


THE ARTISTS REFLECTIONS. 


ILfYRA HESS is a whole-souled, gracious, and 
A»* charming woman. Recognized as a great artist 
there is nothing of affectation about her. 


It is Impossible, however, to stifle speculation as 


to what she thought when, between groups of the 
most difficult piano numbers, there was sandwiched 
in an appeal from the platform to her audience to 
buy tickets from the organization sponsoring her ap- 
pearance, and other concerts by artists. It Is easy 
to understand why the organization's undertaking to 
provide Lincoln with good music should enter upon 
the campaign for nm season with a great deal ol 
enthusiasm. It also is easy to understand why the 
decision was reached that the Hess concert provided 
an excellent opportunity for presenting the subject. 
It also !s easy to appreciate that such an interrup- 
tfcm -works a hardship on 'he one {riving a piano re- 
dial. In ttic instancr of the pianist, particularly, the 
relationship between the artist and iht audience is 
most impersonal. A break in the procram Tor the 
purpose of appealing for support for the organiza- 
tion in !ts plans for next year meant that Miss Hess 
would not find her audience in exactly the same 
mood that Jt was. There ar? oUjer times and other 
places where this may be done far more appro- 
priately.

Lincoln among youngsters o* Morming an artist at 
the conclusion of a difficult program for the pur- 
pose of securing autographs impress an unncccswiry 
hardship. Miss Hess was surrounded by autograph 
seekers "WcdncrxJay night, and was kept busy sSen- 
inc proerarns for several roinulcs after she had oon- 
ehid«J her recital She <H« It *nilingly and gra- 
eteuslr, naturally. But it is » hardship upon an ar- 
tist, and one which easily could be avoided through 
Uxyoghi fulness.

BREEDING DISRESPECT FOR LAW. 


T 


HE statement attributed to District Judge Fitz- 


gerald of Omaha to the effect that it would be 


useless to try Joe McMaken of Plattsmouth. who ad- 
mittedly killed another man. for the reason that it 
would be impossible to convict him in Cass county, 
seems to have been in extremely poor taste as com- 
ing from an official who has sworn to uphold ana 
enforce the laws of the state. 


The Omaha jurist certainly knows that a crime 


was committed in Plattsmouth. yet because public 
sentiment in that town seems for the time being to 
be in sympathy with the man who had admitted 
committing it, he would have the law abdicate, and 
the officials who are sworn to enforce that law ad- 
mit that they are either powerless or are themselves 
in sympathy with that spirit 
which 
would set it 


aside. 


Obviously Judge Fitzgerald is unaware of the evi- 


dence which might be submitted at the time the 
case is brought to trial, provided diligent and con- 
scientious effort were made to prosecute the man 
who has been held for trial on a charge of murder. 
Nor can he be aware of what sentiment might be 
at the time of trial. "But regardless of these things, 
it is the duty of the county attorney of Cass county 
to uphold the statutes and prosecute with all of the 
vigor and ability at his command any person he has 
good reason to believe has committed a crime. 


Likewise it is the duty of a Judge who may be 


called upon to preside at a trial to withhold judg- 
ment until the facts in the case are brought out in 
court. It is for him to pass upon the law. the jurors 
being the sole judges of facts. It should be re- 
membered that not all of the people in Cass county 
reside in Plattsmouth, and that those residents of 
that citv who through morbid curiosity or otherwise 
pack the court room when anything in connection 
with a case of this kind is taking place are prob- 
ably not representative of the entire citizenry. 


But even though there might eventually be an ac- 


quittal, the possibility of such outcome should not 
serve as an excuse for officials laying down upon 
their jobs or winking at crime. If they have no re- 
spect for the law, surely they can expect none upon 
the part of others. 


NO WORK, NO PAY. 
AFTER sitting around for 20 weeks or more, with- 


out doing much of anything, members of the 


West Virginia legislature think they would like to 
have some pay. The present session is a special one, 
called by the governor, and the state 
constitution 


makes no provision for any remuneration except the 
$500 apiece they drew in the regular session a year 
ago. 


It is hard to see any excuse for their spending the 


whole winter chasing around a stump and getting 
nowhere. 
Certainly, they haven't rendered any 


worthwhile service to the people of their state. 


If they had got down to business right at the start 


and disposed of the matters needing attention, and 
then adjourned, they would not have been out of 
pocket very much. Just because they were satisfied 
to dawdle along for months 'and neglect the per- 
formance of their duties is no reason entitling them 
to extra pay. 


Maybe the West Virginia solons looked upon their 


jobs as a sort of CWA enterprise to increase em- 
ployment.

SUNLIGHT ACTS ON SKIN 


CREATING CHEMICAL CUAWUKS 


We are reminded this week that 
the turn of the season is at hand 
and the earth is changing, and 
that the long days of sunlight have 
come back. And 
nature is con- 
stantly in a pro- 
cess of change, 
using the same 
materials 
or 
chemical 
e 1 e- 
metits in 
an 
endless round of 
rearrangem ent 
and recombina- 
tion. 
The 
driving 
force of much of 
all this is sun- 
light. The leaf 
of 
the 
plant 
takes in carbon 
dioxide from the 
air and water 
from the spring 
rains, and un- 
der the influence of sunlight 
it 
combines the carbon, the oxygen 
and the hydogen into starch. We 
eat this leaf or vegetable, and our 
bodies break down the starch into 
sugar, which is carried to the liver 
for storage and to the muscles to be 
tranferred into energy. 
The sunlight acting on our skins 
produces chemical 
changes there 
which result in the formation of 
substances which aid in the nutrl- 
ttoniii r»ror*»sw»<e We do not know 
all of these substances, but we must 
guess that thev exist. One. for in- 
stance, is vitamin D. which is nec- 
essary for proper bone and tooth 
growth. 
The fixation of many minerals, 
such as iron in the plant, may be 
accomplished by sunlight, and again 
its action may convert these min- 
erals into useful tissues in our body. 
The particular disease which is as- 
sociated with lack of sunlight and 
which appears in the spring months, 
is that disease of the bones of chil- 
dren called "rickets." Lack of sun- 
light and of the vitamin D. which 
is formed from sunlight, may cu'ise 
the bones to be soft, and such de- 
formities as bow-legs and knock- 
knees to occur. 
The reaction of the body to sun- 
light is alwavs beneficial, provided 
it is not overdone. When exposed to 
the sun's rays for a short time on a

warm spring or summer day, the 
skins begins to turn red and to 
perspire. 
. . . 
This action is due to the infra- 
red rays in the sunlight. If exposure 
to direct sunlight is carried further, 
it results in sunburn with a hot, 
itchy feeling and even destruction 
of the skin, which is due to an- 
other ray in the sunlight, the short 
ultra-violet ray . You cannot get 
sunburned by exposure to the sun 
through window glass, because this 
filters out the ultra-violet rays. 
The use of sunlight in medical 
treatment is now well known. There 
is, with anybody, an increase 
in 
general strength and improvement 
in the blood, the amount of iron 
and hemoglobin being increased 
That is why it is so valuable for 
convalescents to be in a sunny cli- 
mate. 
In tuberculosis of the bones and 
Joints and the glands, direct sun- 
light, or its equivalent with an arti- 
ficial sun lamp, has been found of 
great value. Of course, as might be 
expected from what was said above, 
it is useful in the treatment of 
rickets, as also in the prevention of 
rickets.

Attorney and officials of the 
Columbus projects were scheduled 
to confer with the governor on the 
permit for that project Thursday. 
Beeler said contracts for water 
!e being drawn between the Suth- 
erland district and irrigation ditches 
to be served by it and that these 
contracts will be completed shortly. 
This action, he said, is precedent to 
the issuance of bonds. 
As soon as the state water permit 
and contracts for sale of water are 
completed, Heeler stated, the Suth- 
erland district intends to make ap- 
plication to the PWA for immediate 
allocation of a poitlon of the 17,- 
500,000 loan and grant so that a 
start can be made at once on pre- 
liminary construction phases of the 
big power and irrigation develop- 
ment.

Under the amendment measure, 
all existing authority to issue or 
reissue currency, except circulating 
notes of national banking associa- 
tions, would expire 60 days after 
passage of the bill. National bank- 
ing associations would lose the 
currency issuing power in three 
yean.

Says Would Lead To Hasty Legis- 


lation and Give Governor 
and Lobby More Power. 
Criticising the Noms umcameral 
legislature 
plan, former 
Senator 
James A. Rodman told the Social 
Service club at the University club 
Thursday noon that there are 
numerous Haws in the Norris pro- 
posaL 
He pointed out that one of tne 


chief supposed benefits of the new 
plan would be doing away with the 
conference committee system. 
"I 
happen to know for a fact," Rod- 
man declared, "that only about one 
bill out of every 30 introduced ever 
gets to the conference 
committee 


stage." 
He declared the two houses to be 
a necessary check on each other. 
"Sometimes 
one body is entirely 
carried away by a now of eloquent 
oratory and passes a bill -which is 
bad on the face of it. The otner 
body can cneck such legislation." 
Mr. Rodman traced the umcameral 
system's history, 
charging tnat 
where it has been used, instability 
and excesses have been shown. 
"Senator Norns claims that bet- 
ter men will be attracted to the 
legislative positions by the higher 
salaries. Maybe. If you measure 
so-called better brains of the state 
by salaries mey can command. $2,- 
400 will not bring them in. Patriot- 
ism and desire to serve should be 
considered." 
Rodman also declared that gov- 


ernors would benefit by tne cnange 
and would be better able to say "my 
legislature" "It 
will also make 
lobbying easier, because they can 
concentrate much easier on a few 
men than on 133."

New bids 
will be called to be opened in about 
two weeks.

Issue will be used in the construc- 
tion of a manganese removal plant 
at the water station at Ashland. 
Detailed plans are about ready, and 
it is expected the council will be 
asked to order bids soon. The plans, 
which are being prepared by Black 
<Sc Veach, Kansas City consulting 
engineers, have been inspected by 
Mr. Doerr and City Engineer D. L. 
Engineer. 
Construction operations should be 
Tinder way in a short time, Doerr 
declared, and work will be rushed to 
completion in the early spring, if 
possible. 
The 3^4 per cent offer caused 


noticeable surprise among the rep- 
resentatives of the competing buy- 
ers. After the letting, almost with- 
out exception they declared the 
"price is exceptionally low." 
Best Credit In State. 


Commenting on the offer of his 


company after the tabulations had 
been completed, R. A, Nelson of 
Omaha, representing Halsey, Stu- 
art Co., said "My company made a 
good price because of the desira- 
bility of Lincoln securities. Your 
credit is the best of any munici- 
pality in the state, and compares 
very favorably with any city in 
the country. Everything considered, 
our bid on these issues is as good 
as any we have made on issues 
elsewhere." 
Besides offering- to take the bonds 
at 3Vi per cent, Halsey, Stuart will 
pay a premium of $475, but the 
city will have to pay for printing 
the bonds which, with other small 
expenses, will just about offset the 
premium. 
The entire issue is part of the 


$3,300,000 of water extension bonds 
authorized by the voters in 1931, 
and of which bonds aggregating 
$1,600,000 have already been sold. 
The interest rate on these has been 
5 per cent, although large prem- 
iums cut the net rate to around 
4ai per cent. "I wish the city could 
have sold all of the others at the 
rate we got today." Paul W. Doerr 
said after the offers were opened. 
"The bids indicate clearly the faith 
bond buyers have in Lincoln's fi- 
nancial stability." 


Conncilmen Elated. 


Mayor Fenton B. Fleming was 
"exceptionally gratified." City Clerk 
Berg said. "That's the best price 
we ever got on any issue. It in- 
dicates the exceptional credit rating 
the city has. despite the economic 
conditions. Generally, the bids in- 
dicated very plainly how hot the 
buyers were to get the issue. It 
also justifies .our not selling the 
$175.000 issue to the federal gov- 
ernment. "
